A Strong Plea for More Beautiful Cities, 


E saints of old desired a better coun- 
try—that is, a heavenly one. What 
shall we call those who desire a better 
country right here on earth? Their 
reward is often scoffing and vexation, 
as was that of the saints. Sometimes, too, 
they find a ready hearing and a glad accept- 
ance, It is difficult to name any movement 
for the bettering of municipal conditions 
that is of greater importance or shows more 
likelthood of success than that of which Mr. 
Charles Mumford Robinson's new book, 


“ MODERN CIVIC ART” (d P. Putnam's 


Sons), is the latest exponent. To show men 
that there is a definite thing which they 
can do in common, which cannot be done. 
unless all work together, and which will be 


for the happiness of all, is a sure way of 


making mankind one vast brotherhood. One 
body says:: Be our brother or burn eter- 
nally.“ Another orgenization says: Be 


our brother or starve in idleness. The im- 


provement association says: Take hold 
and help and we will make a beautiful city 
for our children,” and men suddenly discover 
that they are brothers already. 


The tendency of American life towards the 
city is as great as in every other country— 
that is to say, it is enormous. In 1800 there 


were in the United States twelve cities with’ 


more than 8,000 inhabitants; in 1900 there. 
were 545. The percentage of the total popu- 
lation found in cities increased in those years 


| from 4 to,83 per cent. With this increase 


came certain problems for which there was 
no solution ready. Temporary expedients 
grew into permanent abuses. Cities were 
built in a haphazard fashion and natural ad- 
vantages of.location were neglected. The 
time has come to study the nature and the 


‘maintenance of the third one of those rights 


which the continental congress considered 


‘inalienable—the pursuit of happiness. The 


right to happiness includes the right to beau- 
ty of environment, the right to live includes 
the right to live decently. a 


Mr. Robinson's book discusses the way in 
which the water approach to a city may be 
made effective, what the business center re- 
quires in the way of accessibility and beauty, 
the treatment of open spaces, parks, and res- 
idence streets. Minor points, such as street 
lamps, letter boxes, trolley poles, sky signs, 
and billboards, are treated. In short, there 
is hardly a matter concerning the adornment 
of the city, the convenience and comfort of 
the people as a whole, that is not discussed, 
To give force to suggestions concrete exam- 
ples are given, for, luckily, there is scarcely 


a possible improvement of our cities that 


cannot be seen in some one city. 

Chicago has already gone far, comparative- 
ly speaking, in the direction of self-adorn- 
ment. To proceed further would involve 
large expenditure of money, It is safe to 
say that every dollar spent in permanent ad- 
dition to the beauty of the city will bring in 
large returns financially and still greater 
returns in the growth of civic pride and loy- 
alty. We have all the mechanism necessary 
to make our city a delight to the stranger 
and to the citizen; surely some day we will 
make it so. 

What is the artistic temperament? Can it 
coexist with a conscience? Does the ca- 
pacity to feel superlatively the power of.

The portrayal of New York society is not 
so well managed as the love story.

are notable for their sound business sense.

There is so much slackness about theaver- 
age job office, éither in the country or city, 
that the book should furnish many strong 
hints to those already engaged in the printing 
office. The suggestions about bookkeeping, 
the collection of accounts, and small eco- 
nomics and time savers to be used in an office 
cannot fail to bring about good results if 
followed. The book is based on the premises 
that an investment of $3,000 has been made.
